Day of Inaction at Pittsburg 


Conference, 


EADIOALB BLOCK A SETTLEMENT, 


Some Member* of the AmalB»m«t*d 


Board Strongly Oppo»e« to Pr«»l- 
a«ut Shaffer, Who Tw, However, Still 
Confident That the Knd I» ut Baud. 


, Pittsburgh Aug. 1.— The division In 
the executive board of the Amalgamat- 
ed association bus stirred up a feeling 
of intense alarm in the public mind. 
It was hoped and believed by those on 
the other side as well as the best post- 
ed men within the organization that 
the board would come to a conclusion 
without loss of time. It was kooviu 
that some of the members of the board 
are opposed to President Shaffer and 
take every opportunity to show their 
dislike. This was the supreme occasion 
for them, and they have taken the full- 
eat opportunity. 


They have blocked a settlement, but 


President Shaffer is still eontident that 
Mr. Morgan's terms, with, perhaps, 
some amendments, will be accepted. He 
said he tad expected to be able to make 
a definite announcement last iilgbt, but 
that the situation held out no hope that 
anything eo,uld be given to the public 
before today, if then. Those who be- 
lieve the time to end the strike has 
not arrhed are scouring the country 
In search of recruits. Some have gone 
to, plead with Senator Hanua for hlB 
bjfo in tlie trouble; one other, believed 
to be Secretary John Williams, from 
hlfl abseiice, is in New York attempt- 
ing to Induce- Mr. Morgan to make cer- 
tain changes in his position; Htlll oth- 
ers are out among the plants of tlie 
American Steel and Wire company for 
recruits to the strike.

Express HWd Up Thirty-one 


Miles From Chicago. 


THE BUfDITS ABE BADLY FOOLBD.

Chicago, Aug. 1.—The Baltimore and 


Ohio passenger tralu from the east 
whicb was due to arrive in the Grand 
Central depot, Chicago, at 9 o'clock 
last night was held up by five masked 
men at 8 o'clock between EUgeuiore 
aud Grand Calumet Heights, Iud.( 31 
miles out from Chicago. 


The train was running at a high 


rate of speed as it passed Calumet 
Heights, and immediately after pass- 
ing out of sight of the station Engineer 
J. W. Collins saw directly in Irout of 
his engine u large flre on which some 
rails had been placed. 
He slowed 


down, and as he did so three men, 
weaving masks over their faces, jump- 
ed into the cab and covered Collins 
and his fireman, James Wbipple, with 
revolvers. 


Just before climbing iuto the cab the 


three men commenced to tire their re- 
voUers in order to frighten away nil 
assistance. 
The shots produced the 


liveliest kind of a panic in the sleeping 
cars, where the passengers made every 
effort to hide their money and valua- 
bles before the robbers could get at 
them. No attempt was made, however, 
to rob any of the passengers. 
The 


fusillade had the effect of making 
them keep inside the curs. 


Robbvrn Mount Locomotive. 


After mounting the cab of the en- 


gine tlie robbers, covering tho engineer 
and flreman with their revolvers, made 
hem step down and go back the length 
of two cars. They ordered tlie men to 
uncouple the first two cars, which was 
done. 
They then hustled the two 


trainmen back into tho cab and, still 
teeplng the engineer covered with re- 
volvers, directed him to pull up some 
distance from the rest of the train. 


Collins ran up 200 feet and was then 


directed to stop. He did so, and while 
one of the men remained to guard 
him the others jumped off ami, hurl- 
ins; dynamite at the door of the car 
•which they judged to be tho express 
car, burst open the door.

climbing in to get at the safe, they 
were astonished to find that they had 
broken into a mail car. 


They threatened the engineer with 


death for not telling them that the 
curs which he had uncoupled were1 not 
express cars and ordered him to re- 
turn at ouce ami uncouple the next car 
behind the baggage cars. Climbing once 
more into his cab, Collins backed his 
engine down, coupled ou to the third 
car, which the fireman was made to 
uncouple at the rear end, and, still with 
the muzzle of the revolver at his head, 
Collins was ordered to run down tin- 
track as before. HP drew nwny from 
the balance of the train about tho sanu- 
dislauce as on tlie lirst occasion, ami 
the robbers, still leaving him under the 
charge of one of their number, made 
for this oar. 


A Second Diatippolutmeut. 


When they reached it, tlu-y found to 


their great wrath that they nad at- 
tached another mall car and that it con- 
tained no money. The train had been 
delayed now fully SO minutes, and, four 
ing that if they delayed it any longer 
help would bo coming to the train crew, 
the robbers gave up their attempt to 
rob the train and, jumping down, ran 
Into a thicket of scrub ouks at the side 
of tlie track and disappeared. 


The train was hastily tuadc up and 


came on to Chicago, arriving here some- 
what late, a stop having been made at 
Whiting to report the robbery. Otllcuis 
were at once sent after the robbers, and 
within an hour after the robbery a 
large posse was on their trail. 


It is estimated that $50,000 was stor- 


ed in the express car, and it is believed 
the robbers knew of the large amount 
of money and valuables aboard.

CIoHe SImvliiie Muy Cnu»e Tb«m, 
Contrary to the common belief, boils 


are not indicative ot blood disease. They 
are really indications of local poisoning 
by pus bearing germs, and the boil is au 
abscess. Every pus prick, every bcratob, 
every abrasion, every cut with a razor or 
poeketkuife, every splinter that euteis 
the skin may cause a boil. Nor need the 
wound be a serious one. It may be so 
minute as to be invisible to the unaided 
eye. Nor is the result always produced, 
for it it should be, every slight wound, 
every thorn puck, every scratch of a cftt, 
every bite of a dog, every abrasion of the 
skin, would be followed by disastrous, if 
not fatal, consequences. The reason for 
this immunity is that there is a certain in- 
herent power of the body to resist these 
noxious ugcnts, nml it is only when the 
powers of the body me weakened by dis- 
ease that the morbific agents can thrive 
in the body and accomplish their evil 
work. 


In this sense, then, boils are diseases 


due to diseases of the blood, but it is not 
a disease in itself. High living also fa- 
vors boils. 
Dr. Reid, speaking of pus 


and incidentally of boils, says: "Job was 
probably run down by a long period of 
debauchery. We rend that the devil had 
him in tow some time before his boils 
broke out. If, now, he could have had 
the counsel of three good physicians in- 
stead of as runny tiresome theologians, 
he would liave had his system toned up; 
his broken potsherd, with which 'he 
scraped himself withal,' thus spreading 
BJ mpathy, anil infection would have been 
taken from him, and he would have been 
taught a few lessons in sanitary science 
instead of theology."

They have their home, 
heir influence, their independence. The 
temptation, is very strong to be selfish, to 
ettla down to mutual enjoyment, to let 
other people get ou without their help, 
"nstcad of doing this they should render 
t possible tor their unmarried friends to 
hare in their joy and perhaps to find 
squal contentment and happiness.

The snout is very flexible—so much 
o, in fact, that the nnimal sometimes 
wists it lound and puts it into his mouth, 
rom which he afterward withdraws it 
with a pop resembling the sound vhich. 
might be made in drawing a miniature 
-ork. I don't know why he does this 
inless it be to wipe the soil off his nose. 
When his mouth is opened, it will be 
eon that it is full of little teeth of sev- 
n-nl sizes and shapes and that it some- 
what resembles the mouth of a diminu- 
tive pig. 


At the first glance one would say that 


he had neither eyes nor ears, but buried 
leep in tile fur are two little shining 
)lack dots, which are doubtless big 
enough for anything he ever requires to 
ice, and about three-quarters of an inch 
>ehind them are two very small, round 
holes which lead to his ears. His fore- 
arms arc hidden by the skin, his curious, 
lemihuman bands alone being -visible. 
Che lingers me united, forming broad, 
eathery palms, which ia life are flesh 
colored. 
They are armed with large, 


slightly curved nails and aie excellent 
ools for digging with. The hind feet ara 
small and slender, naked on the under 1 
surface and clothed with fine, short hair 
on the upper surface. 


When the mole wishes to enter the 


rround, he brings the backs of his flat 
lands together in front of his nose and, 
ligging them into the earth, makes a 
stroke just as a man does when, he is 
wimrning. He repeats the stroke again 
and again until he is soon ont of sight bo- 
ow the surface. As he goes through the 
earth he twists his head from one side to 
:hc other and up and down, searching for 
earthworms and other dainties, of which 
ic eats great numbers in the course of the 
24 hoius. When he finds an earthworm, 
ic seizes it with the outer surfaces of his 
lore paws and crams it into his mouth, bit 
by bit, munching all the while, like a 
reedy boy eating a banana. When he 
is fed in captivity, the crunching on the 
gritty particles iu the bodies of the worma 
can be heard at a distance of several 
yards. 


When in his burrow, a mole can move 


backward almost as fast as he can move 
forward, and when for any reason he 
moves over the surface of the ground ha 
runs on the edges of his front paws, with 
the backs of the latter toward each other. 


It is difficult to believe how quickly a 


mole can work his way into the earth 
unless one has actually watched and 
<med him. Last spring a kind neighbor 
»ent me word that her gardener bad with 
great trouble caught a mole which had 
been playing havoc in the garden and 
fl«kod if I did not wish to come over and 
examine it. I accepted the invitation, 
and, finding the mole an unusually fine 
specimen, I at once began taking notes 
on tho speed with which he could bury 
himself. The flower beds were well cul- 
tivated nnd soft from recent rain, and at 
the first attempt Mr. Mole was out of 
sight in five seconds. Just as his tail was 
disappearing I caught hold of it and pull- 
ed him out. to give him another trial. At 
the next attempt he was gone in a little 
over three seconds, aud again I polled 
him out, to see if he could better this 
splendid record. He did not try again at 
once, but ran nbout, us though searching 
for a particularly likely spot. 
At last 


he found it, and down went his front 
paws, with his long snout between them. 
1 could sec that he was going to break 
the record, and just aa his tail was going 
fuLo the earth I put out my hand to seize 
it. But, alas, my fingers closed on the 
air! My friend the mole had struck right 
into one of his old burrows.—Ernest Har- 
old Baynes in Hartford Times.

Theiuaelv«« to Larger FUli. 


People of certain temperament some* 


times attain their wishes by hanging to 
he skirts of persons of larger capacity, 
ji the fish world these find their coun- 
erpart in the remora family, (the suck* 
ers), which'is represented on the Atlantic 
coast by five species. In these fishes the 
first dorsal fin—i. e., the fin on the bacls 
nearest the head—is transformed for all 
>ractical purposes into a sucking organ, 
iy means of which they can attach them- 
selves -very firmly to the gill covers or 
sides of larger fish. Thus there are tha 
shark sucker, the swordfisu sucker, tha

An eminent observer of fishes has 


thought it very probable that the object 
of the suckers is to uhare the fragments 
of food with their hosts, but whateve» 
:he cause the latter are surely entitled to 
our sympathy. It happens, however, that 
this very propensity for "hanging on" has 
recoiled on the sucker much to his disad- 
vantage, for as soon as man discovered 
:his peculiarity he cudgeled his brain for 
some practical application which would 
redound to his own advantage, and, he- 
ing himself perhaps a "hanger on" to 
other people, some resourceful individual 
conceived the Idea of using this fish as a 
:mit and make him do the catching. In 
Ogilby's "America" occurs the following 
description of how the Indians of long 
ago need these fishes to aid in the cap- 
ture of others:

VENEEHED DIAMONDS AND GEMS OF 


TINE COLORED GLASS. 


Some ot the Modern TricU* of th«4 


Trade—Flue Gold Settlnjfn Used For 
BotfUx Stouti*—TUe Halo As ouud a 
Genuine Pearl. 


Although the imitation of jewels has 


been practiced for u century or more 
there are comparatively new develop- 
ments iu the industry every few years, 
aud the business has ot late attained 
enormous proportions. The majority of 
these stones lire made abroad, nud hence 
they are imported. But while they are 
exceedingly cheap aud the duty iu low 
the attempt js occasionally made to smug- 
gle them into the country, aud a seizure 
results. 
Again, the imitation is some- 


times so good that even the customs offi- 
cers are puzzled for a time. However, it 
is always possible for an expert to tell 
the difference if he has sufficient oppor- 
tunity to apply the proper tests. 


Imitations of the diamond, topaz, emer- 


ald, amethyst and turquoise are usually 
made of paste or strass, which is nothing 
more thau a particularly fine grade of 
glass, to which, if the stone is colored, 
the proper hue has been imparted by tho 
addition 
to some mineral 
Kub>"nnee. 


There is at least one Kuropt*ti house, 
though, which professes to add cnrbou to 
its diamond composition, thus securing 
greater hardness thau would otherwise 
be possible. 


In London still another plan is pursued 


to improve the paste diamond. Genuine 
diamond dust, produced by the cutting 
of jewels, is treated with acid, reduced 
to a plastic state und then rolled out in 
exceedingly thin sheets. This %eut>er 
is cut into the proper shape ami cftutnit- 
ed on the faces of the strass. Glass dia- 
monds can be bought for a few cents 
when unset, Lut a veneered diamond is 
worth nearly $1. 
A high degree of bUill 


is required iu its preparation. 


There are several methods of distin- 


guishing between a true diamond aud 
paste. Hydrofluoric acid will cut glass, 
but will not affect the genuine stone. A 
tile makes no impression on the latter 
either. 
Finally u real diamond contin- 


ues to glitter when immersed in water. 


Some artificial rubles are of paste; oth- 


ers have tb« same composition as the 
genuine stono, which consists of corun- 
dum.

INDIAN HOUSEKEEPING, 


Ctrl'*. *tory ot How 
Trlbc»Tomen Live. 


I am going to tell yon something about 


the uneducated Sioux women, their dress 
and their home life. The Sioux woman 
does more work than the man doei. Of 
course, the women do not know very 
much about housekeeping. In fact, they 
don't know anything about it. They live 
In log cabins, with only the ground for 
the floor, and they have but one room. 
In that room they have their beds in one 
corner, their truuks around . the sides, 
aud thex ofteu have beautiful beadwork 
hanging ou the walls. They have a large 
stove as near the center of the room as 
they can. On that stove you will always 
tind u coffeepot imd teakettle, and they 
are always kept full. If the women have 
coffee to dritilc. they are happy. They 
tliiuk it is a srreat medicine; they call it 
the black medicine. 


In the summer the Indian women do 


most of thoir cooking out of doors. They 
put short poles ou each side of their fire 
aud a third stick across from one to tha 
other, and on this they hang their kettle. 
Thy women when at home are almost al- 
ways sittiui; in their tepee doing some 
kind of becdwork. 


The worueu are always getting up 


eome kind of u (east—that is, they have 
them voiy often—and especially if one of 
tla-h suns or daughters gets married they 
will spend their last cent to make a great 
feast. 
They hnve a certain man go 


around nnd tell every one to come to that 
feas.t whenever it may be; then when ha 
has CMIUC back und told thorn that be ras 
told every one the women give him a 
horse. 
When they lime tbc feuht, the 


women nil dress up in their brightest 
colors, paint tbc-ir faces and put nil the 
beadwork tlu-y can on their little chil- 
dri'ii.

especially the old women und men.

Inasmuch as most of these imitation 
pearls are exceedingly cheap it Is possi- 
ble for anybody to buy them. Thus one 
may get a card bearing a duze.ii tttkkphiN 
with Imitation prnrl heads for from 10 
to 15 ct'iits. If tlie stones were genuine, 
they would he worth from $100 to Jfl'OO. 


There nre several kinds of hniltition 


pearls. 
Due Is a gliiss bend filled with 


composition. The ulubs 1st often not over 
a sixty-fourth of an inch thick.

are several different compositions used. 
One looks very much like parnttin. 
A 


bead tilled with that material would 
crush easily. 
Iu other globular pearls, 


pierced for stringing, a harder substance 
is emplayed. There is an imported imita- 
tion pearl whose shell is said to be made 
of fislisUiu and whose tilling is u com- 
pound In which there is ground mother of 
pearl, the lustrous lining of the oyster 
shell, v herein the real pearl is produced 
This sort of jewel costs n dollar or two. 
and a string of 60 would sell for $150. 
Real pearls of the same size and beauty 
would bring fully a hundred times that 
price.

Of course it is not ea»y to 
fool an experieoced-.pereon; still the ex- 
pert must use a powerful lens In order to 
ascertain the real character of a pearl, 
lie will not trust the naked eye. Occa- 
sionally a Jeweler will any: "No. I cannot 
detect an imitation pearl eight or ten 
feet away, but if I hold it in my hand 1 
can see (he difference between that ami 
the real thing. There's a sort of halo 
a round the genuine article which is un- 
mistakable."

of a microscope can they discriminate. 
' A fashion has sprung up of late years 
which enhances the deception produced 
by imitation jewels.
